EVERYBODY'S DOING IT-WELL, ALMOST 
Average Frenchman Knows 
Little Of U.S., But Likes Us 
WALTER LIPMANN 


Most Americans look upon France as an 
illy, one of the only major nations in the 
world against whom we have not fought a 
war. Most of us, althought we may have 
differing views on individuals, t h i n k o f 


Frenchmen as friends. 


It was interesting, therefore, to read in a 
recent issue of the popular French magazine 
Realties, 
what 
the 
average 
Frenchman 
thinks of us. Realties conducted a survey and 
here are some of the things it revealed: 


Most Frenchmen, about 61 per cent, ex­ 
pressed friendship for the United States; 32 
per cent gratitude, and 19 per cent admira­ 
tion. However, 24 per cent expressed anxiety 
or apprehension; 15 per cent irritation, and 
8 per cent dislike. The French workers aren't 
quite as friendly as the general public. Still 
46 per cent were friendly, 23 per cent show­ 
ed gratitude, but 16 per cent dislike, 9 per 
cent contempt and 3 per cent hate. 


United States ran second to Switzerland as 
the most popular foreign country. It was 
more popular though than the Benelux 
Countries, Great Britain, USSR, Italy and 


Spain, in that order. 


Only 28 per cent of those polled thought 
of Americans as peace-loving. T he best de­ 
scriptions of us were listed as go-ahead, 66 
per cent; practical, 64 per cent; hard-work­ 
ing, 26 per cent; domineering, 25 per cent; 
good-natured, 24 per cent; badly-behaved, 21 
per cent; conceited, 21 per cent; generous, 


19 per cent. 


They gave overwhelming approval of the 
Marshall Plan, 56 per cent approval to 19 


per cent disapproval, and to delivery of ma­ 
chinery and tractors, 65 to 20 per cent. But 
31 per cent of them said we gave financial 
aid to Europe "to dominate it commer­ 
cially;’' 28 per cent said we did it to obtain 
better markets for American products. 


T o this same question, however, 37 per 
cent said we did it to stop Europe from going 
Communist and 24 per cent believed it was 
to build up military strength against the 


USSR. 


T he great majority of Frenchmen, 77 per 
cent, want to live in their own country, but 
of those who would like to live in a foreign 
land, 40 per cent would choose the United 


States. 


In a non-French marriage, however, the 
British would be preferable, 25 per cent,

although the U. S. was second, 22 per cent. 
Sixty two per cent would not hesitate to 
talk to an American soldier, 51 per cent 
would gladly receive one in their homes. If 
a soldier was to be biileted in their homes 
Frenchmen would prefer an American to a 


Russian six to one. 
They don’t like jazz or chewing gum, but 
three quarters of them prefer American 
household appliances. 
Eighty-two per cent didn’t even know the 
profession of Senator Joe McCarthy, but 96 
per cent knew about Franklin Roosevelt, 85 
per cent about Henry Ford, and 81 per cent 


George Washington. 
Forty per cent think the American govern­ 
ment wants to favor Germany to the detri­ 
ment of France, while only 21 per cent say 


that is false. 
Eighty per cent either did not believe or 
did not know whether people who live here 
can cross the country without a passport or 


an identity card. 
What this all means, of course, is that 
the French are as ignorant of us as many of 
us are of them. Once again it proves that a 
better understanding 
could 
be 
brought 
about between peoples of the world through 


better education. 


No Creed, Just

One of the quickest ways to start an argu­ 
ment is either to urge more religious 
cises in public schools, or protest any reli­ 
gious demonstrations in such schools.

Husbands Probably Don't Nag 


The Little Woman Nearly Enough 


NEW YORK <JP> — Are you 
nagging your wife enough? 
Probably not. A husband today 
often is “the stranger in the 
house,” the man nobody else in 
the family really knows. 
He eata his meals 
at home, 
reads the newspaper, pat« the 
children absent-mindedly on the 
head when she says they’ve been 
bad, and brings her hi* pay­ 
check regularly. 
But many wives want more 
from a husband than this. Al­ 
though they take him for grant­ 
ed, they don’t want him to take 
them for granted. 


THEY WANT SOME sign of 
love from him, or else they mope 
and become unhappy. 
The smart thing for a husband 
to do in this case is to start 
nagging his 
wife 
immediately. 
Nagging is the simplest and eas­ 
iest way to show affection in a 
marriage. A wife nags her hus­ 
band (she says) only because 
she loves him. So if he doesn’t 
nag her back, is he being fair? 
Doesn’t he want to return her 
love? 
This may not be logic, but

women pay no attention to the 
manly laws of logic. 


HOW SHOULD A husband go 
about nagging his wife to prove 
his love? 


“Why. that’s easy.” you might 
say. “Just find 
out 
something 
she did wrong, and pick on her 
for it.” 


Wr o n g , 
wrong, 
absolutely 
wrong: That is the way she may 
nag you. But you can’t do that 
to her. She will regard it, not as 
nagging, but as criticism. And 
what self-respecting woman is 
going to take criticism from a 
man? 


She will fly into 
a 
terrible 
tempest, and counterattack. Then 
you’ll have to listen to her item­ 
ize all the errors you made from 
the time you left for work that 
morning back to the harried mo­ 
ment at the altar when you 
asked the minister, “Who, me?” 
—and then put the ring on her 
wrong finger. 


Nagging that gives a wife an 
opening to point out your own 
deficiencies is no good 
at 
all. 
You’re too vulnerable.

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THE BEST WAY TO nag a 
woman is indirectly, such as by 
praising her when she know's she 
doesn’t deserve it. If, for exam­ 
ple, she has promised to dust 
your books during the day and 
you know she really won’t get 
around to it, the thing to do 
right after dinner that night is 
to go up to the undusted shelves, 
then turn and tell her: 
“Gee, honey, the books sure 
look brighter. I don’t know what 
I’d do without a girl like you.” 
If you can put exactly the 
right note of admiration in your 
voice, you can work this 1,000 
times in a row — and leave her 
with a guilty feeling each time. 
In nagging a wife, always try 
to throw her off balance. Many 
times you probably have come 
home late and met this chilling 
greeting, “Oh, it's you, is it?” 
Well, turn it around. Some night 
when you come home early, hang 
up your coat and hat, and then, 
as your wife enters the living 
room, say to her, "Oh! it’s you—,” 
letting your voice fall at the end. 
“Is there anything WTong with 
me?” she says, vexed. 


“WHY, OF COURSE not, my 
pet,” you say, and rush over and 
shower her with kisses. “It's only 
your imagination.” 
Now you’ve really got her puz­ 
zled. This is nagging at its peak. 
She knows at least 100 things 
wrong with herself, but is mys­ 
tified as to which ones you have 
found out. You have her on the 
ropes. But don't use this "Oh, 
it's you—” business on her too 
often. It wears out fast. 
Another sure-fire method—sav, 
for instance, she 
has 
started 
dressing like a range-rider in 
her home and has become a bit 
careless about her looks — is to 
pay your wife the wrrong compli­ 
ment, such as: 
“Baby, I’m certainly glad you 
aren’t like Mrs. Jones — always 
dressed up and thinking about 
nothing but her looks.” 


THE PROPER WAY to nag a 
wife is to do it in such a man­ 
ner she absolutely has no come­ 
back. And there’s no deep secret 
to it. You just let her know 
you'd do anything for her and 
that you are wild about her for 
what she feels are exactly the 
wrong reasons. That'll keep her 
in love with you — and off bal- 
anoa forever. 


When Dr. Robert Oppenheimer 
set off his scintillating metaphor 
about how the atomic race would 
soon be like "two scorpions in a 
bottle, each capable of killing 
the other, but only at the risk 
of his own life.” I wondered how 
soon he would be wishing he had 
resisted the temptation to stray 
from the flat and prosaic path. 
The race of armaments is not 
* good subject for metaphorical 
treatment, and this was a par­ 
ticularly bad metaphor. 
For the image of the two scor­ 
pions in a bottle is (a) a radi­ 
cally false picture of the atomic 
situation and (b) it is an unmis­ 
takable symptom of a dangerous 
American neurosis. 


THE PICTURE IS misleading 
because the world is not in the 
least like a bottle, and the USA 
and the USSR are not now and 
can never be alone in it. 
The world does not consist of 
two self-contained powers, each 
armed with weapons of annihila­ 
tion. It consists of many powers, 
great and small, who have a vital 
interest in atomic warfare and 
who will have an important say 
in the whole business. 
And the notion that the USA 
and the USSR are bottled up 
face to face alone with one an­ 
other is a neurotic illusion. 
IF WE NURSE IT, promote it. 
sell it and beat the tom-toms 
about it — instead of resolving 
it and dissipating it — the people 
of this country, who are still 
quite sane, may get the feeling 
that they are 
like a scorpion 
alone with another scorpion in 
a bottle — alone, in mortal dan­ 
ger, and trapped. If they do, the 
outcome is much more likely to be 
a panic than a policy. 


THERE HAS BEEN as yet vir­ 
tually no public recognition by 
official spokesmen of the effect 
on other countries and on the 
world balance of forces of the 
disclosure in September 1949 that 
the Soviet Union had succeeded 
in breaking the American monop­ 
oly of atomic weapons. 
The new' situation has been 
discussed over here as if it pre- 
i sented the imaginary and ab­ 
stract problem of the two scor­ 
pions. 
But in Britain, in Europe, in 
Japan, the new atomic situation 
has wrought a subtle, unadver­ 
tised but profound modification 
in the field of grand strategy and 
high policy. 


AS LONG AS atomic weapons 
were an 
American 
monopoly, 
the non-Communist nations did 
not need to think about their 
own defense. But when the So­ 
viet Union 
began 
to 
acquire 
these weapons, the problem of 
how to defend Great Britain, 


France, the Low Countries, »West 
Germany, Japan — all of them 
rich targets — was posed. 


WHEN THE PROBLEM of de­ 
fense was posed abroad, it was 
soon plain enough that a passive 
defense to repel atomic attack ia 
for them an economic and tech­ 
nical impossibility. 
The American 
irfquiries 
and 
the American disputes about the 
possibilities and about the costs 
of what would admittedly be a 
poor defense, 
even 
of 
North 
America, have amounted to posi­ 
tive proof that there could be no 
sufficient 
passive 
defense 
of 
Western Europe and of Japan. 


RECOGNIZING THEIR stra­ 
tegic situation, they have adapted 
their basic policy to 
it: 
since 
they would be open to annihilat­ 
ing attack in case of war, their 
own vital interests require an ac­ 
tive policy for the prevention of 
war. 
This active policy has meant 
in practice that in addition to 
the rearmament required to de­ 
ter a Soviet aggression, they ha vs 
become increasingly vigilant, in­ 
creasingly determined, to taka 
precautions against becoming en­ 
tangled in a world war. 


ALTHOUGH THERE has been 
much w'orry 
in 
this 
country 
about our vulnerability to atomic 
attack, there has been virtually 
no public recognition that, if we 
are worried, the 
British, 
the 
French, the Germans and the 
Japanese, being far more vul­ 
nerable than we are, 
must be 
worried too. 
Representative 
Stirling Cole, 
chairman of the Joint Congres­ 
sional 
Committee 
on 
Atomic 
Energy, said that the American 
situation is “desperate” and that 
we must spend ten billion dollars 
more to save ourselves from “dev­ 
astation.” 
What would Cole be saying if 
he were a member of the House 
of Commons or the French Na­ 
tional Assembly, or the German 
Bundestag, or the Japanese Diet? 
IF HE WERE IN any of those 
parliaments, he would know that 
they do not have ten billions to 
spend on atomic defense, and 
that if they did have it, they 
would still have less defense than 
we have. 
Cole would, I believe, do what 
the people are doing in all the 
highly exposed 
countries. 
He 
would say that if it is possible, 
we must take concerted action to 
prevent atomic war; if nobody 
who has power and responsibility 
is preparing to take these con­ 
certed measures, then he would 
say that his duty to 
his 
own 
country called upon him to save 
it from destruction by avoiding 
entangling alliances.

THE CALIFORNIA HorsftRac­ 
ing Board is a creation of the 
California legislature, w'hich de­ 
rived its powers from a consti­ 
tutional amendment adopted by 
the people of the state. 
The legislature mandated the 
governor of California to appoint 
the board on a term basis, and 
the appointments are subject to 
the approval of the California 
Senate 
through* 
confirmation 
processes. 
With such a mandate, it seems 
highly improbable that the gov­ 
ernor whoever he might be, could 
do less than make appointments 
to the board, filling the positions 
as required by law and subject 
his appointees to the approval of 
the 
people’s 
duly 
constituted 
representatives, the Senate. 
And if Knight makes some im­ 
mediate 
appointments 
to the 
Horse Racing Board, he undoubt­ 
edly will be cleaning up a situa­ 
tion that his predecessor permit­ 
ted to progress unchecked. 
For it was on July 26,1952, that 
one term on the board expired. 
Another term expired on July 
26, 1953. And the third member 
has his resignation on the gov­ 
ernor’s desk. The law provdee 
that the incumbent may serve 
until the position is filled by the 
governor. 


WARREN DID NOT fill the 
positions, neither did he accept 
the 
resignation 
of 
the 
third 
member. Consequently, if there 
is any blame attached to the new 
governor filling 
the 
posts, 
it 
would appear to revert back to 
the former governor. For clearly, 
it is Knight’s constitutional duty 
to make the appointments. Else 
he would hardly be carrying out 
his oath as governor. 
No doubt many will recall what 
occurred during the period 
the 
two 
Warren 
appointees 
were 
serving on borrowed 
time. 
It 
was during this period that At­ 
torney 
General 
Edmund 
Cl, 
Brown unearthed the facts con­ 
cerning Charity Day funds, dis­ 
closing that some

DURING THE SAME 
period, 
Brown’s office secured a settle­ 
ment from the

“ I do not believe this chap was 
under the influence of his father 
and that his father overcame his 
will,” said Lemmon. 
But in sentencing the mother, 
Laura Osgood Bean, 57, to three 
yeaVs probation and a fine of $2000 
on two counts of conspiring and 
aiding her son to evade the draft, 
Lemmon held: 


“ The father was a dominant 
factor in the Bean family. He 
made the decisions and more than 
that, he ruled the household with 
an iron hand." 


SECO ND ARY M O TIVE 
Lemmon said the probation re­ 
port had substantiated his belief 
that “ her participation in this 
matter was secondary and the 
motivating influence was the hus­ 
band and father.” 
The boy and his mother were 
arrested late las^April at Browns­ 
ville, Tex., after being escorted 
across the border from Mexico. 
The boy pleaded guilty, but the 
mother pleaded innocent. She was 
convicted by a jury of 11 women 
and one man. 
Bean’s father, brother and mem­ 
bers of a second family were be­ 
lieved still in Mexico. They were 
all under indictment on draft eva 
sion charges.

No one has been indicted for 
the crime, but peace officers say 
they art certain tney know who 
did it, «mooth, affable Jack Santo 
and his triggerman Emmett Per­ 
kins. 
The

investigation 
touched off by the Chester massa­ 
cre wound like a scarlet snake 
through a twisted maze of murder, 
torture, kidnaping, smuggling, rob­ 
bery, robbery often for raw gold 
taken secretly from Mother Lode 
Sierra mines. 
SENTENCED TO DEATH 
The strands of evidence, rumor 
and auspicion turned up by local 
law officers and state agents were 
aifted by the Bureau of Criminal 
Identification and 
Investigation 
and forged into a case in which 
two persons have been sentenced to 
death, another convicted of mur­ 
der and two others put under in­ 
dictment. 
In pursuit of the Chester killers, 
the lawmen uncovered a land­ 
locked deep sea diver with a story 
to tell, a now missing burglar and

ONE CHILD ALIVE 
When darkness fell and they had 
not returned to Chester, a posse 
set out to find them, fearing an 
auto accident.

WITNESS KIDNAPED 
But Santo and Perkins swooped 
down on Shorter. He was kidnaped 
from his home and hasn’t been 
seen since. 
True broke down and turned 
state’s witness. On the basis of 
his testimony, Santo, Perkins and

Hall, who had 
some $29,000 in his possession when 
arrested, has said he doesn’t know 
what happened to the remainder 
of the money. 
Still sought is Thomas Marsh, 
37-year-old ex-convict, named by 
Hall as his accomplice in the kid­ 
naping. Hall has blamed the slay­ 
ing on the missing man, saying 
he tuined Bobby over to him a

DECLINE COMMENT

“Things not going as well as ex­ 
pected. May havf to leave the 
country by ship or plane. Carl.” 
The FBI declined to comment 
on the letter. 
WOMAN HELD 
Hall met the O’Day woman in 
St. Louis. She was arrested here 
and is being held as a material 
witness. 
Funeral services were held yes­ 
terday for little Bobby. 
At about the same time Mrs. 
Heady and Hall made their first 
court appearance. The waived a 
hearing on a federal charge of ex­ 
tortion in connection with the 
$600,000 ransom. 
Both face murder charges in 
St. Joseph and kidnap charges 
here. 
The child’s body v as found Wed­ 
nesday buried in the yard of Mrs.

Donald W. Douglas says the U.S. 
is far ahead of Britain in Jet air­ 
craft development despite the fact 
world speed records have been 
switching back and forth between 
the two nations recently.

Tips On How 


To Keep Deer 
Meat Sweet 


By JOE LIPPER 
SACRAMENTO UP)—A deer can 
be sweet shooting but sour eat­ 
ing, as many hunters are finding 
out these days. 


It is the opinion of Don McLean 
and Harold Harper, two state game 
biologists, that a goodly number 
of hunters don’t know how to 
keep the venison sweet once they 
have bagged their animals. 


You see so many hunters com- 
ming home with the buck lashed 
on the fender right next to the 
hot motor,” said McLean, and Har­ 
per added: 
That motor heat sours the meat 
like nothing else.” 


8IMPLE TRICKS 
Tricks for keeping the venison 
succulent are simple; McLean ad­ 
vised. 
His formula: 
Immediately after you fell the 
buck, gut it and let all the blood 
drain out. Then sew up the silt 
with a string or rope. 
If you are staying in the woods, 
hang the animal from a tree in a 
cool spot for ten days to two weeks. 
For transporting it home, cover 
it with sadks, blankets or other 
cloth and stow it in the trunk or 
back seat of your car. 
Bucks of up to 150 pounds are 
okay to carry. But middle aged 
city dwellers should drag heavier 
carcasses out of the woods. 
The rarified air plus the strain 
are an invitation to heart and 
hernia trouble. 


GET SOME HELP 
The best bet, of course, is to 
dangle the prized trophy from a 
tree and get a buddy to help you 
lug it out. 


Most effective way to drag a 
deer is by the antlers, perhaps 
using your belt as a harness. 
“But be sure to keep the buck’s 
head down unless you want to get 
shot at by some darn fool hunter 
wrho thinks it’s a live deer moving 
through the woods,” McLean cau­ 
tions. 
Near a deer left hanging in tho 
woods should go a piece of hunters 
clothing—a 
shirt, 
handkerchief, 
etc. Human clothing keeps tha 
coyotes away. 


HEAD DOWN 
For gutting and blood draining, 
a deer is best hung head down. 
But for skinning, head up is best 
because the sub-skin muscle tissua 
is feathered and the hide peels 
better toward the animal’s hind. 
Never forget! Keep the carcass 
cool. 
"It’s better to stay in camp an 
extra day and leave the next 
morning when it’s cool,” said Mc­ 
Lean. “You’ll get sweeter venison 
t£at way.” 
McLean’s favorite recipe: Broil 
venison steaks on a very hot fire, 
searing both sides immediately to 
seal in the juices.

A paradise Cove resident, just 
jack from her first trip to Europe 
n 17 years, says she wants to go 
right back there again.

Chrys Mitchell, who just returned 
from a leisurely half year pleasure 
tour of most of Europe including 
her native country, Greece. 
She rode camels In Cairo, saw 
King Farouk’s palace, was mis­ 
taken for a German spy by 
Army master sergeant who 
Marin county, waited out the Paris 
communication strike, and saw th« 
French 
Riviera 
but 
Greek scenery. 
NO FEAR OF SOVIETS 
Wife of Stanley Mitchell, whc 
retired last year after 31 
with the editorial department ol 
a San Francisco newspaper, 
Mitchell did not go out of her 
to make political observations b 
she did find that Europeans 
general do not seem to fear 
invasion as long as U.S. troops art 
there. 
“Americans have done a won 
derful job in West Germany,” sh< 
declared. U.S. food, Americans 
taking care of orphans, and mil­ 
itary preparedness in West Ger­ 
many have served to bolster U.S. 
stock among Germans, she noted. 
MARRED THE TRIP 
Only a couple of incidents mar­ 
red the trip. Once on a train in 
Germany she met a master ser­ 
geant who at first suspected her 
of being a German spy because 
she speaks with a trace of Greek 
accent. But that was soon settled 
when both began talking about 
Stinson Beach, Tomales Bay and 
^Vallejo. The sergeant was not a 
Californian but had apparently 
been stationed near Marin. 
ARGUMENT WITH STUDENT 
On another occasion she got into 
an argument with a person who 
claimed to be a German student. 
The student accused America of 
not being a true democracy be­ 
cause of racial discrimination, 
told him what was what here in 
this country,” Mrs. Mitchell de 
clared. “I was so angry I refused 
to speak with him further.” 
The most noticeable difference 
between the U.S. and Europe was 
the pace of living. “Europeans 
don’t talk about money or bus­ 
iness because they can’t make too 
much 
anyway,” 
she 
explained. 
“They have just enough to get by 
and are having a good time.”

ope. In Athens, for example, one 
can get a month’s meals, full lunch 
and dinners, for about $14. A maid 
is available for $10 a month. And 
just as she got there, the value 
of the dollar doubled. 
NOT WELL OFT 
The Greeks themselves, how­ 
ever are not quite that well off. 
Girls earn about a dollar for eight 
hours house work, and men make 
between $100 and $120 a month. 
But they can get married on this 
and support children. One unusual 
habit in the Greek work day is 
that all go home between 1 and 5 
p.m. for an afternoon nap, then 
back to work until 8 p.m. 
In all her trip she thought Cairo 
had the most modern architecture. 
The only trouble was, she had dif­ 
ficulty taking pictures of the 
buildings b e c a u s e the Arabs 
thought she was a British spy. 
The most beautiful cities, in Mrs. 
Mitchell's opinion, were Venice for 
its gondolas and romantic atmos­ 
phere and of course Athens, with 
both its historic spots and modern 
establishments alongside breaking 
ocean waves. 
The French Riviera is famous, 


she admits, but the scenes there 
are similar to scenes in parts of 
California. On the coastline out­ 
side Athens, scenery is completely 
different, with pines growing down 
to the sands of the beach. 
Mrs. Mitchell also rode a boat 
down the Nile, saw Butterfly val­ 
ley on the Island of Rodos near 
Turkey, went through Yugoslavia 
by train, waited in Switzerland for 
the Paris strike to let up, and best 
of all visited her brother in Athens 
after 17 years of separation. 
Paris was a bit disappointing 
because it is so widely publicized, 
she stated. It is rich historically 
but does not have the beautiful 
fashions in store windows that an 
American might at first imagine. 
London wfas like home except for 
the tall hats and canes carried by 
men. 
Language was no barrier be­ 
cause Mrs. Mitchell speaks English, 
French, and Greek. In fact Eng­ 
lish alone would have been suf­ 
ficient because most Europeans 
know some English, she pointed 
out.

Know Full Names Of Bulbs Now 
That Planting Season Opens

W hat’s the difference between 
daffodils, jonquils, and narcissus? 
Here’s a fam iliar question raised 
each year as the fall bulb plant­ 
ing season opens. 
Answer: Narcissus is the Latin 
family name. Daffodil is con­ 
sidered the English translation 
of this, and in general, refers to 
the large 
cup-shaped 
blooms. 
There are other classes of daf­ 
fodils. and perhaps the best way 
to get straightened out on these 
is to consult one of the fall cata­ 
logs, usually 
offered 
free 
of 
charge by the dealers. Jonquil is 
a type of small-flowered (usually 
to bunches* member of the nar­ 
cissus tribe with very sweet per­ 
fume and round leaves rather 
than flat ones. 
Actually, there are 
so 
m any 
named varieties 
and 
different 
kinds of daffodils th a t you could 
spend a lifetime collecting them. 
There are probably close to 7,000 
varieties and a t least 400 or 500 
of these are available commer­ 
cially. Let’s face It—the average 
backyard enthusiast is content 
with half a dozen varieties with 
special emphasis on masses of 
King Alfred daffies. 
DAFFODILS 
are 
worthwhile 
because they are gropher-proof 
<you will never find these acrid- 
tasting bulbs being attacked by 
gophers), long-lasting 
in 
the 
garden, inexpensive, and undeni- - 
ably one of the greatest suppliers 
of glorious spring color. 
No gardener with an ounce of 


chlorophyll in his green thum b 
fails to have at least a few small 
beds of* daffies for their welcome 
M arch bloom. 


Though some of the stores may 
have the bulbs still on sale as 
late as New Year’s, October is 
considered 
the 
best 
planting 
time. 


PLANT THE BT7LBS at least 
6 inches deep in average soil; a 
little deeper in sandy soils; and 
not quite so deep in heavy adobe 
ground. The reason for setting 
the bulbs so deep is to make it 
possible to set bulb bed ground 
covers over the top of them. The 
roots of the annuals will not in­ 
terfere with the bulbs if they 
are set at their proper depth. 


* 
Once planted, the daffies can 
rem ain in the same spot for any­ 
where from three • or four years 
up to a dozen. They are easy­ 
going garden inhabitants. The 
only thing is th at the blooms do 
seem to get smaller each year, if 
they are left in the same spot 
more than five 
or 
six 
years. 
T h at’s why 
experts 
generally 
favor division at the end of the 
fourth season. During those 4 
years a single bulb increases at 
least 6 or 8 times, sometimes 
more. 


June is the time to do this 
dividing job, after the folitfee 
is completely withered and dry. 
Keep the bulbs out of the direct 


rays of the hot sun. After they 
are cured for a few weeks, store 
them in shallow flats of dry 
Canadian peat until replanting 
time in October. 
Where is the best 
place 
to 
grow daffies in the garden? The 
general rule is to give them full 
sun. However, it must be re­ 
membered th at in many places 
partial shade is better. Too many 
hours of hot sun can burn the 
blooms — even 
in 
the 
early 
springtime. Perhaps 
the 
ideal 
spot for daffies is one where they 
receive filtered shade from over­ 
head deciduous trees, 
such 
as 
sycamores, oaks, or maples. 
YOU CAN SPEND a fortune 
on these bulbs, depending on how 
new the variety may be, or you 
can rely on the time-tested vari­ 
eties which have been grown by 
the 
millions 
for 
the 
popular 
trade. For example, most of the 
neighborhood dealers have pack­ 
aged 
King Alfred bulbs, and 
nice, big, husky ones 
at 
that 
selling 8 for $1. But, if you’d 
prefer masses of several colors 
of giant trum pet daffodils, you 


can buy packages of these and 
get 15 for $1. The dealers will be 
glad to help you make selections. 
Even the fabulous giant va­ 
riety known as Fortune, whose 
bulbs sold for $100 apiece when 
first introduced in 1930, are now 
down to a point where anyone 
can afford them. Today you can 
buy a dozen for $3.50. The late 
Syndney Mitchell 
of 
Berkeley 
was responsible for introducing 
Fortune to the West from Eng­ 
lan d * 


splendor,” and In m any blossoms 
it is easy to see the resemblance 
to the coloring of a parrot, with 
almost always a touch of green. 
Bright red, yellow and orange of 
greater intensity th an in any 
other tulips are found among the 
parrots. 


THE VARIETY Fantasy, which 
is a true pink, 
was 
the 
first 
named variety to achieve great 
popularity in this country. Fan­ 
tasy is described in catalogues as 
a “sport” or m utant of the D ar­ 
win tulip Clara Butt, having the 
same lovely pink, combined with 
the fringed parrot petals. Many 
new 
varieties 
have 
appeared 
since the end of the war, which 
have the colors of well known 
standard varieties of which they 
are said to be sports, or m utants. 
Red Champion, the parrot form 
of Bartingon; Sunshine, a m u­ 
tan t of the Cottage tulip Bouton 
d ’Or, 
are 
examples, 
together 
with others whose origin is ob­ 
scure. 


PARROT TULIPS should be 
planted a t ft focal point in the 
border, where their decorative 
form and brilliant 
colors 
will 
serve as a garden accent. They 
can be depended upon to attract 
the attention of all visitors. Cut 
blossoms are effectively used in 
corsage 
arrangem ents. 
T h e i r 
petals are 
exceptionally 
heavy 
and last a long tim e in good con­ 
dition. 


Cultivation of Parrot tulips is 
in general the same as for other 
tulips. They are not so likely to 
endure without lifting for many 
years, and it is advisable to lift 
the bulbs annually, after their 
leaves and stem s have turned 
yellow% and replant the larger 
bulbs in the garden the following 
fall. Small bulbs can be grown 
in a nursery row until they a t­ 
tain flowering size.

Soring flowering bulhs are the 
easiest of garden flowers to grow 
because nature 
has 
so 
well 
equipped them to endure the cold 
of winter, and bloom with the 
first spring warmth, before the 
insects and weeds have appeared 
The bulb you plant contains 
food enough to develop its flow­ 
er, provided it is of flowering 
siae. It not only endures winter, 
but requires a chili to make it 
flower. Tulips Intended for grow­ 
ing in tfce far south, and in 
greenhouses, are given this chill 
in coM storage before planting. 
GROWTH MUST beein in the 
fall, because when the soring 
thaw comes they begin to bloom 
not m months, nor weeks, but 
actually in days. Snowdrops ap­ 
pear as soon as frost leaves the 
soil. Se;llas and ch<onodoxas are 
a few days later. Crocuses, daf- 
fo^is and tulina fohow in d ie 
order, snd together they provide 
tho dominant displavs 
of 
the 
first three garden months. 


MANV IDF AN about growing 
b»ibs formerly held, have been 
di<seer^«* a* ft result of research. 
One is that bulbs do not need 
plant food. While the bulb is a 
storehouse of food for the em- 
brvo 
experience has dem­ 
onstrat'd 
that 
more 
vigorous 
growth and larger flowers will be 
produced if the soil is enriched 
bv commercial plant food when 
tb® 
pre planted. 
THV GREATEST 
enemy 
of 
bulhs is dampness. 
To 
assist 
drainage it is 
sometimes 
the 
practice to put 
sand 
beneath 
each hulb. This is a useless meas­ 
ure. If you must plant in a spot 
where water stands long after 
it has drained from the rest of 
the garden, elevate a bed as high 
as necessary to insure drainage, 
and plant your bulbs there. 


Depth of planting, in general, 
varies with the sise of the bulb, 
and the nature of the soil. In 
heavy soil most of the bulbs need 
not be planted so deeply as in 
sandy soil. In average soil, plant 
snowdrops, scillas, chionodoxas, 
with three inches of soil above 
them. Grape hyacinths should 
have four ¿pches of 
soil 
over 
them. Most 
lilies 
should 
be 
planted with 4 to 6 inches of 
soil over them and hyacinths and 
narcissi need six inches cover- 


Plant Lilacs In Fall 
As they start their growth 
early in the spring, lilacs should 
be planted in the fall.

ing. Tulips which are intended to 
be lifted from the ground each 
spring, and replanted in the fall, 
may be planted at the same 
depth as narcissi. But if they 
are not to be lifted, but left in 
the ground for several years, 
deep planting, 10 or 12 inches 
down, is recommended. 
THE REASON for this deep 
planting is that it prevents the 
formation of several small bulbs 
to replace the one you plant, 
bulbs too small to flower the 
following year. 
Deep 
planting 
concentrates the energy of the 
plant on the production of a 
flowering siae replacement bulb 
each year. 
When bulbs are planted among 
oth^r nlants, holes should be 
dug with a trowel rather than a 
dibber. Place the bulb firmlv in 
contact with the soil at the bot­ 
tom. and fill around it so no air 
pockets are left. When planting 
in a clear space, the soil is re­ 
moved to the depth desired, the 
bulbs set in place on the bottom, 
and so»l filled In. 
BULBS PLANTED after mid 
October should always be cov­ 
ered with a heavy mulch to pre­ 
vent the ground from freezing 
before root growth can begin. 
Bulbs which are frozen before 
growth starts may be prevented 
from growing, and lie dormant or 
decay during the winter. A muVh 
will delay freezing and permit 
the necessary root growth. 


Calendulas Color 
Win**r Garden 
Calendula, stock, snapdragon, 
pansy, viola and primula mala- 
coides are now appearing at retail 
nurseries. All thrive on the short 
cool days ahead and furnish 
months of stimulating color when 
the entire garden is at its lowest 
ebb. 
Of this group calendula or “Pot 
Marigold*’ needs re-introduction 
into many gardens as there are 
new varieties that are markedly 
superior to strains available just 
a few short years ago. Present 
day 
calendula 
produce 
giant 
semi-double daisy f l o w e r e d 
blooms in the old familiar orange 
and yellow as well as many new 
shades such as apricot, salmon 
and cfeam. Each flower head is 
born on a strong stem of excellent 
cutting length; thus giving cal­ 
endula a dual role of garden 
beauty and indoor decoration.

Rock Gardens Suit Marin 
Try A Variety Of Types 


By ALBERT WILSON 
In Marin I’ve seen two rock 
gardens, one on the western slope 
of Tamalpais, the other on the 
Point out of San Rafael facing 
the bay. 
Of course there are others. But 
these, established under some­ 
what different exposures, will 
serve our purpose. How is a rock 
garden established, what kind of 
plants grow in the rock garden, 
and what care is required to 
keep such a planting in good 
condition? 
GARDEN FACING the west on 
TamalnaLs 
is a 
natural. The 
ground is sloping, the soil is 
rocky, drainage is pood, and the 
sun and fog reaches every part 
of it. 
Because of these ideal features 
the owner had an easy time es­ 
tablishing hi« rock garden. In­ 
deed his greatest worry is main­ 
tenance and retainment of bal­ 
ance and proportion. Succluents 
like many other kinds of plants 
will grow and take over readily 
if conditions suit them and they 
are not restrained. 
In this natural rock garden the 
owner brought in a few choice 
rocks. He traveled far to get his 
specimens. The reddish fou*h, 
irregularly 
surfaced 
ones 
he 
brought out of the hills of Alm- 
aden down San Jose wav. These 
have nocVets and in them suc­ 
culents fi"d ideal rdaces for their 
roots. 
Some 
of his 
rock 
he 
brought out of the lava beds of 
Mt. Lassen Though foreigners to 
our mountain slope they serve 
admirably in the rock garden. 


A SUCCULENT GARDEN and 
such well known forms as eche- 
verla. crassulg. sedum. including 
the dwarf, and one or two choice 
mesembrvanthemums make 
up 
the setting. Various bulbs hid­ 
den among them show up in sea­ 
son. 
The ech*veria of blue, erav- 
rreen, and dusty white foliage 
have grown in dusters and creep 
around the base of larger rocks. 
The sadnms. esrw»c5al!y the dwarf 
type make bands here and there 
through 
the 
rockery 
to 
give 
strong lines where wanted. A 
heavy clump of Sedum praealtum 
from Mexico makes background 
in the higher places, and in 
spring gives brightness through 
its yellow flowers. Graptopeta- 
lum with its star shaped brown­ 
ish-gray, thick leaves, sprawls 
around one of the larger rocks 
which was set half burried in the 
gravelly soil. This plant creates 
a striking contrast with the dark 
pockmarked rock from the lava 
beds of Mt. Lassen. 
Mesembryanthemums also have 
found their place In this rock 
garden. They have been given 
broad spaces to fill. These plants 
creep, move along easily where 
conditions 
are 
favorable, 
and 
here on the western siope where 
frost seldom Is seen they luxuri­ 
ate. 
MASSIVE 
CLUMPS 
of 
the 
large gray leaved Cotyledon orb!- 
FAST! 
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culata which hold up on stout 
' s t e m s bell - shaped pendulant 
blooms occupy two spots of this 
rock garden. 
But it is in San Rafael that 
we come to the true rock gar­ 
den. I asked the owner about it 
and he told me a long story. “A 
rock garden such as I wished to 
build was a definite introduction 
and required a certain piece of 
introductory work. First drain­ 
age, that ever present problem 
had to be assured. Rock plants 
demand 
the 
best, 
and 
even 
though the ground slopes here 
I felt Impelled to prepare the 
plot according to rule,” he said. 
He took me out and showed 
me where he had excavated a 
whole block of earth. Then he 
scraped the sides and bottom of 
the plot so that a definite slope 
was established to provide an 
outlet for water. Next he piled in 
drainage materials. He put down 
crushed gravel, not tiny stuff, 
but chunky so that air space 
would exist and water could get 
down. 
MANY MATERIALS are em­ 
ployed 
for 
drainage. 
Besides 
crushed rock there is broken 
brick, coarse gravel and pumice 
which can be used. 
On top of the drainage ma­ 
terial he placed next a coat of 
coarse 
peat. 
Sphagnum 
moss 
could have served and so could 
a layer of decomposed leaves to 
prevent the prepared soli from 
sinking down among the drain­ 
age materials to clog. 
“And then I prepared a good 
soil,” he said. “Since I was voing 
to set out several tvnes of plants 
I decided on an all round mix­ 
ture.” 
A good one made up of 1 part 
sharp sand, 2 parts loam, and a 
fiborous one is best if available. 
1 part peat or rotted leaf mold, 
anal from 3 to 5 parts crushed 
brick or crushed rock is often 
used for the rock. All Is mixed 
thoroughly and then placed. 
I carefully looked over the 
rock garden tc studv the type pf 
plants there. All were in «rood 
condition 
showing after 
three 
years the true rockery had been 
attained. 
IN ONE SECTION grew E r b ­ 
iums, or Heron’s Bill. A member 
of the geranium family It makes 
a valuable plant for foliage and 
bloom. They were onTy three to 
five Inches high. Frodium mac- 
radenum has green fern-like del- 
icate-looking foliage, and throws 


up pink flowers with a black spot 
at the base of each petal. Erod­ 
ium 
chrysanthum 
has 
yellow 
flowers. 


A NEAR NEIGHBOR was a 


near relative, the Crane’s Bill. It 
was a dwarf geranium, well be­ 
haved, and exquisite in bloom. 
The silver-Teaved one called Ar- 
genieum puts out a rather large 
saucer-like-pink flower. Both of 
these kinds, the Er odium and the 
Crane’s Bill had been spaced in 
threes. 
Another splendid plant for the 
rock garden Is the Campanula. 
Many are prized by the rock 
garden enthusiast since so many 
types are found among them. 
Campanula muralis for example 
is considered the best. It grows 
easily, it has glassy green leaves, 
it put out cups of violet flowers, 
and puts them out in such num­ 
bers as to hide the foliage com­ 
pletely, When the Cowers have 
passed, the plant still maintains 
its attractiveness. 
Campanula pallida gives large 
blooms of light blue that are 
long lasting. 


A SHADY SECTION ot this 
San Rafael rockery was given 
over to cyclamen neapolitanum. 
It comes Into bloom early in 
September before the leaves ap­ 
pear. The Cowers on three-inch 
stems look Just like the big ones 
on plants out of th* florist shop. 
Later the marble-like pointed ivy 
leaves appear. 
This plot was In full bloom 
when I visited the garden. My 
eye caught a top dress of com­ 
post wh<ch had been scattered 
generously to encourage these 
cyclamen. This treatment is ex­ 
actly what the cyclamen wants 
and should be provided all kinds 
In the open garden or In the pot. 
LaW summer 1* the best time. 


EVERY ROCK garden picks 
up Interest when trailing shrubs 
are placed properly. Cotoneaster 
thym»folia, an evergreen creep­ 
er, I ithosnermum prostratum In 
Its form “Heavenly Blue, pros­ 
trate and mat-Hke serve* well, 
just 
to give 
examples. Then 
sprawling penstemon. dianthus, 
dwarf heather, a well groomed 
Junloer. and gray foliaged arte- 
misia also do much for the rock 
garden. 
For color there are the dwarf 
creeping phlox, eriereron mucro- 
natum. and the much appreciated 
eriornum which was discussed re­ 
cently In this column of your 
Marfn Magazine.

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BUILD IT YOURSELF 
Lawn Furniture 
Easy To Make 


By DONALD R. BRANN 
Here is probably one of the 
most economical ways of solving 
your lawn 
furniture problems. 
Using only one 25c pattern, you 
can easily build a complete set 
of furniture consisting of chairs 
with a matching double or triple 
seat companion piece. As illus­ 
trated. this outdoor chair can be 
built with or without arms, or 
with an arm on the right or 
left side. Design your “sectional” 
furniture in as many different 
units as you wish, or you may 
prefer to make Just one chair 
or several to be placed separately 
around the lawn. 


IT IS NOT always easy to be 
able to buy 
ready-made 
lawn 
chairs which are so simple in 
design yet so functional as to be 
used in groups. The pattern for 
building this interesting chair 
provides another excellent fea­ 
ture. While the construction h as 
been worked out to permit easy 
storage during the winter months, 
tlirough a simple yet ingenious 
method of assembly, the chair 
can be taken apart in a matter 
of minutes and stored in very 
little space. Wing nuts ana bolts 
are used to eliminate even the 
necessity 
of 
having 
special 
wrenches available. 


PATTERN FOR building this 
chair is actually full size. Eeach 
part of the chair is reproduced 
on the pattern to further simpli­ 
fy construction. Wherever two 
parts are joined together, their 
exact position is indicated; even 
the location of screw and bolt 
holes are shown. The list of m a­ 
terials tells what to buy and 
where to use each piece. Step-by- 
sfcep directions are complete and 
are written in clear, non-techni­ 
cal language. 


IT’S REALLY amazing to see 
how »iniple these instructions are. 
Folks write in constantly to tell 
us how they did a professional 
job of building these chairs with­ 
out having used carpentry tools 
in years. So whether you’re an 
experienced hand at making fur­ 
niture or whether you haven't 
used a hammer or saw since your 
grammar school days — makes 
little difference. If you have eyes 
to read and a will to do—you can 
build this furniture without dif­ 
ficulty. 
Recommended for 
the 
lawn 
chair is exterior type plywood 
The pattern is so designed that 
there is practically no waste 111 
using the 4x8 panels. But if you 
prefer some other wood, ask your 
lumber man for his suggestions, 
bearing in mind, of course, that 
this is to be used outdoors and 
must be able to bear up under 
varyuig weather. 


AfTER THE CHAIR is com­ 
pleted, you may want to add a 
finish to make it blend with your 
other outdoor furniture. If you 
have no definite stain or color 
‘n mind, it’s always a good idea 
to match the outer walls of the 
house in color. Be sure to get 
outdoor stain or paint for lawn 
furniture. 
These chairs lend themselves 
to various uses — you may pre­ 
fer to leave them just as they 
are, because they are designed 
for true comfort. However, if you 
want to add seat or back cush­ 
ions, for more relaxation and for 
decorative value, the covers on 
such pads should, of course, be 
of Koroseal

ADDING EVEN one arm to a 
chair is a sound idea — because 
when refreshments are served 
the arm can serve the purpose 


01 a tray on which to put the 
dishes. In that way, even a lunch 
could be served buffet style, the 
guests having their own “tray” 
right on the arm of the chair. 
A few of these chairs, put to­ 
gether, form a sectional sofa on 
which one can stretch out for an 
outdoor nap — or for the “sun 
worshipper” who is methodically 
getting a tanned skin. Or, sev­ 
eral of these chairs may be used 
singly, to put around a table 
for dining or playing of cards 
and other games. There is no 
limit to the uses for which the.xe 
chairs iwith or without arinsi 
may be put for a happier, more 
comfortable outdoor living dur­ 
ing the months when one should 
take advantage of the weather. 


PEOPLE NO LONGER “rough 
it” outdoors, ragardless of wheth­ 
er they have a large rolling lawn, 
a terraced garden, or fenced in 
backyard. Today, comforts of 
home extend to your property 
line and the fun of living can 
be enjoyed around the exterior 
us well as in the interior of the 
house. There is no reason why 
oiw* shouldn’t have as much com­ 
fort and as well-built and good- 
lucking furniture in the back­ 
yard as possible. 


IN VIEWING the illustration 
of these “sectional” chairs, one 
is struck with the fact that they 
don’t have to be limited only to 
outdoor living. This same pat­ 
tern could be used for chairs for 
a playroom, or now more com­ 
monly called tne “rumpus room.” 
Their simplicity lends itself to 
such a room. A modern room, 
especially for Uie teen-age boy 
or girl of ihe family, would be 
the proper setting for such chairs 
too. The same kind of lumber

snapshooting 
barely 
over, 
the 
average camera fan finds him ­ 
self, at this time, with an ac­ 
cumulation of fresh memories, 
negatives and prints. To keep 
these memories fresh, it is u r­ 
gent to preserve and file the 
negatives and display the prints, 
preferably in an album. This is 
a job to be done now, while your 
picture taking enthusiasm is at 
its keenest and your recollection 
of 
dates, 
names, 
events 
and 
places is most trustworthy. 


M O ST O F U S are only too 
eager to put off the chore for 
those 
“ long, 
winter 
evenings’* 
ahead, or think of excuses like 
having to do last year’s negative 
and print filing first. In this 
case, make last things first and 
you ii find your interest, and ac­ 
complishment, greatest. 
Not too long ago, one of the>^ 
columns stressed the value of 
dating and filing negatives, so 
now let’s talk about putting the 
pictures in albums. For most 
amateur photographers, this is 
where the m ajority of their pic­ 
tures can get their best and most 
permanent display. Loose prints 
and those stuffed into wallets are 
soon frayed, put aside and even­ 
tually “ lost.” Albums have more 
than current display value—they 
last for years and years and pro­ 
vide a ready reference to jog our 
memory as time goes by. 
Today, the styles in albums as 
well as the methods of mounting 
pictures 
have 
changed. 
There 
used to be only one type of pic­ 
ture album—uniform size drug 
store prints jammed onto black 
pages, held there by adhesive 
black 
corners 
which 
weaken 
periodically and drop off. Mod­ 
ern albums have acetate or flip- 
over pockets, or loose leaf pages 
with 
ring 
bindings 
for 
easy 
changing. Some look like library 
volumes. Pages are light, pastel 
or in varying shades of gray so 
that captions or dates may easily 
ha written upon them. 


A F T ER C H O O SIN G the type 
of album you prefer, the method 
ot mounting pictures w ill have 
been determined. Acetate pockets 
do not require paste or rubber 
oement as regular open pages do. 
If you must use paste, be sure 
you get the waterless type, so 
pages will not buckle. In using 
rubber cement, a thin layer must 
be applied to both surfaces (.al­ 
bum page and back of print), left 
to dry, then accurately mounted. 
Lightly marked guide lines would 
help in all cases. 


A L L P IC T U R E S taken should 
be assembled for the album . . . 
but this doesn’t mean all pictures 
must attempt to tell a picture 
become a Picture Editor 
and 
mus attempt to tell a picture 
story of the weekend outing, a 
day at the beach, your vaca­ 
tion trip or whatever 
subject 
m atter you photographed. 
Discard the bad 
shots 
that 
show obvious camera movement, 
out-of-focus, wrong exposure or 
are otherwise spoiled but make 
sure it is the negative that is 
bad, not the print. Too often a 
snapshooter takes blame for a 
picture that hasn't been printed 
properly. Having determined that 
the negative is at fault, destroy 
the print or negative immediate­ 
ly —some photographers 
can’t — 
or at least banish them to a box 
or 
drawer. 
You’ll 
never 
miss 
them. 


A F T E R A S S E M B L IN G groups 
of pictures that tell the story in 
some sort of progressive 
order, 
start pruning the pictures them­ 
selves to eliminate the waste bor­ 
ders or distracting details at the 
edges. The most interesting pic­ 
tures should be enlarged, to full 
album page 
size 
if 
interesting 
enough. This shift of emphasis 
lends variety and puts a profes­ 
sional polish to anybody's per­ 
sonal album. 
Some people add souvenirs to 
their 
picture 
albums 
to help 
round out the story, like theatre 
ticket stubs, a menu, a distinctive 
hotel sticker, etc. Another good 


idea is to save anything that will 
date a picture like a printed pro­ 
gram at any event or a local 
newspaper’s headline wtien on a 
trip, and these too, go into the 
album. 


By this time it should be ap­ 
parent that a modern photo al­ 
bum should be of interest 
and 
make sense to anybody at any 
time, like a newspaper or mag­ 
azine picture story, 
instead 
of 
only to the immediate fam ily.

In th e church where 
th e m eetings were held th ere was 
a m an and wife who, though 
loyal workers in the congrega­ 
tion, had never professed C hrist. 
T hen, one day. women of the 
church held a prayer m eeting at 
w hich Mr.

The wom an who 
h ad evaded conversion wras pres­ 
en t and as th e song w ent along 
th e others in the room saw th a t 
she was m uch moved by its m es­ 
sage.
